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Tue Committee appointed by the Town by vote of June 18th, 1855, 
to confer with a Committee of the town of Danvers, (in which town a 
like Committee had already been chosen) for the purpose of adjusting a 
division of town paupers, town property, town debts, state and county 
taxes, the government of the Peabody Institute, the expenses of the 
bridges in the town of Danvers, or any other matters arising from the 
division of the town of Danvers, by the Act incorporating the town of 
South Danvers, respectfully submit the following

On the 25th day of June, 1855, your Committee met in conference 
with Messrs. Nathaniel Pope, Francis Dodge, Aaron Putnam, Nathan 
Tapley, William Dodge, jr., George Tapley and Henry Fowler, who 
were on the 4th day of the same month appointed a Committee, by 
vote of the town of Danvers, to confer with your Commitiee, with the 
same powers conferred by this town on its Committee; and since the 
two Committees so met in conference, they have prosecuted their 
duties as a joint Committee, deciding all questions by the concurrent 
vote of at least four members of each Committee, and have made 
progress therein as follows : 


The joint Committee have appraised the corporate property of the 
town of Danvers as it was on the 18th day of May, 1855, exclusive of 
the two town houses, the surplus Revenue Fund and Massachusetts 
School Fund, at the sum of $39,184 50 as more fully appears by a 
copy of their Inventory hereto annexed, marked (A.) 

By the Act incorporating South Danvers, each town is entitled to its 
proportion of this property, that proportion to be based upon the 
valuation of the property, north and south of the dividing line, accord-

ing to the assessors valuation of the year 1854, which (as reported to 
the Committee by the Selectmen of both towns) was as follows: 


Valuation of the property north of the line $1,444,900 00 
“6 0 south of the line 2.732.600 00 
Danvers is therefore entitled to 34,5.8,8, per cent of the corporate proper- 
ty, or the value of 13,553 14 
South Danvers is entitled to *65;413, per cent, or 25,631 36 
$39,184 50 


The foregoing appraisal of corporate property does not include the 
assets and funds of the town, which the Committee propose to apply to 
diminish the debt of the town as appears hereafter in this report. 


The joint Committee have assigned to the town of Danvers certain parts 
of the corporate property enumerated in the schedule hereto annexed, 
marked (B) valued as per inventory at $4,297 50, and to the town of 
South Danvers the residue including the town farm, and alms house, 
enumerated in the schedule hereto annexed, marked (C,) valued as per 
inventory at $34,887 00. If therefore this appraisal and assignment 
of the corporate property is upproved and confirmed by the two towns, 
South Danvers will have received the value of 9,255 64 more than its 
due proportion of the corporate property, and will be indebted to the 
town of Danvers therefor in that sum. 

The act incorporating South Danvers having provided for the division 
of the Surplus Revenue Fund between the towns in proportion to the 
number of children between the ages of five and fifteen years in each of 
said towns, on the first day of May, 1855; the joint committee have 
ascertained the number of such children to be in the town of Danvers 
930; in the town of South Danvers 1177 ; as appears by the schedule 
annexed marked (D.) and the joint Committee have accordingly deter- 
mined on and recommended the following division of the Surplus 
Revenue Fund. 


Amount of the Surplus Revenue Fund - - $10,000 00 
Danvers is entitled to - . - . 4,413 85 
South Danvers is entitled to ~ - - 5,086 15 


and the joint Committee recommend that the town of South Danvers 
enter into an obligation to the town of Danvers to pay said town of 
Danvers 553832 per cent of all sams of money which the said town of 
Danvers may hereafter pay to the Commonwealth, or by order of the 
Commonwealth under the provisions of Statute 1837, ch. 86, sect. 6, or 
otherwise by reason of the deposit with said town of Danvers, of said 
Surplus Revenue Fund, with interest from the time of such ae hegeais 
by the town of Danvers. 


*The computations in this report were made by the number 
65445475 3 this fraction, although not exactly correct, was considered near 


enough so for all practical purposes. 
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The joint Committee have also determined on and recommend the 
following division of the Massachusetts School Fund in the same _ pro- 
portion. 


Amount of Massachusetts School Fund, $868 72 
Danvers is entitled to = - - $383 45 
South Danvers is entitled to - - 485 27 868 72 


The Act incorporating South Danvers having provided that each town 
shall take and hold as its separate property, the town house within its 
own limits, paying therefor at the actual cost of the same, the joint 
Committee have ascertained the cost to be as follows: 


Cost of Danvers Town House = = - $11,148 05 
Cost of South Danvers Town House - 11,803 48 
Total cost of Town Houses - - - $22,951 53 


Of this total value, the two towns are entitled to their 
proportionate parts, as follows : 


Danvers is entitled to 34,588, per cent. or $7,938 24 
South Danvers is entitled to 6554;,°5 per cent. or 15,013 29

Danvers has therefore received of this total value of the Town Houses, 

the value of $3,209 81, more than its due proportion thereof, and is 
indebted to South Danvers therefor in that sum. 


The joint Committee have ascertained the whole amount of the Town, 
County and State Tax, of 1855, to be $44,698 00, as follows :—

South Danvers has received from time to time during the year, 
considerable sums on the tax account, and has made one payment of 
$4800 00 on account of the State and County Tax, and the joint 
Committee find the balance on the tax account of 1855, to be £9016 98 
still due to South Danvers, as more fully appears in the account 
annexed hereto and marked (E.) 
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In the adjustment of the tax account the joint Committee propose and 
recommend that Danvers should be charged with the whole nominal a- 
mount of the tax,and South Vanvers credited with its proportion thereof 
and charged with its proportion of all losses, errors, abatements, and dis- 
counts for early payment, and of the expenses of collection, and the foree 
going statement and account include all such losses, abatements, dis- 
countsand expenses ascertained, ordered and settled prior to the 26th day 
of Feb’ry 1856, and upon this adjustment Danvers will be entitled to re- 
ceive from So. Danvers, its proportion, i. e. 6534542, per ct. of all such 
losses, abatements, errors & expenses ascertained, ordered or settled since 
February 25, 1856, or hereafter to be ascertained, ordered or settled, 
and inasmuch as some part of the taxes of 1853, 1854, and 1855. still 
remain uncollected and unsettled, the joint committee recommend that 
the Selectmen of the two towns be authorized to adjust all claims 
arising from such losses, errors, abatements, discounts and expenses, 
upon the basis indicated above, the Selectmen of South Danvers paying 
657%) per cent thereof, when the same shall be certified to them 
by the Selectmen of Danvers. 

The joint Committee have ascertained the whole amount of the debts 
and liabilities of the town on the 18th day of May, 1855, (with certain 
exceptions hereafter mentioned) to be $65,167 38 as appears by the 
detailed statement annexed hereto and marked (F), and the whole 
amount of the assets of the town on the same day to be $4,829 18, as 
appears by the statement annexed, marked (G), thus leaving a balance 
against the town on the 18th day of May, 1855, of $60,338,20. Of this

and the joint committee propose and recommend that South Danvers 
pay to Danvers said sum of $39,468 42 in full discharge of its 
proportion of the aforesaid debt, with interest from May 18, 1855, and 
that Danvers retain all of said assets, and continue liable for the 
whole amount of the debt. The Danvers Committee claimed that South 
Danvers must be holden to pay its proportion of the following debts, as 
liabilities existing May 18, 1855, viz:

but the South Danvers Committee disagreeing thereto, the joint Com- 
mittee came to no conclusion thereon,and these claims are excepted and 
omitted in the foregoing estimate of debts and liabilities. 
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The forgoing estimate of debts and liabilities is based on the report 
of the Treasurer of the town of Danvers for the year 1856 ; consequently 
debts paid by the Treasurer since February 25, 1856, and debts not yet 
paid, and liabilities not yet discharged (unless expressly enumerated in 
the account annexed) are not included in this estimate, and of these 
debts and liabilities (if due and owing or existing on the 18th day of 
May, 1855) Danvers will be entitled to receive from South Danvers 
65,% per cent, with interest from the time of payment thereof, 
and allsuch debts and liabilities are omitted and excepted in the 
foregoing estimate, and the joint Committee recommend that the 
Selectmen of the two towns be authorized to adjust the same as the 
same have been or shall be paid on the basis indicated above. 

The joint committee, after a careful examination of all the bridges in 
the town of Danvers as constituted before the passage of the Act 
incorporating South Danvers, recommend that the town of South 
Danvers pay to the town of Danvers the sum of $875 with interest from 
May 18, 1855, as an indemnity for the greater burden of the town of 
Danvers in the support of its bridges. 

The joint committee, recommend that South Danvers be charged with 
all sums overdrawn by its school districts on the treasury of Danvers, 
and credited with all sums due from the town of Danvers to the school 
districts of South Danvers. 

The result of the labors of the Committee in the adjustment of the 
division of corporate property, town debts and liabilities, expense of 
bridges, town, state and county taxes, surplus revenue fund, Mass. 
school fund, and other financial matters determined, with the omissions 
and exceptions hereinbefore mentioned, is expressed in the following 
account : 
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From this account it appears that if the adjustment of the division 
‘of corporate property, town, state and county taxes, town debts and 
liabilities, expense of bridges, surplus revenue and Mass school funds, 
and other financial matters proposed and recommended by the joint 
committee, shall be adopted, approved and ratified by the two towns, 
the town of South Danvers will be indebted to the town of Danvers on 
said adjustment in the sum of $33,931 86 with interest from Feb. 25, 
1856, leaving all claims, accounts and matters not acted on by the joint 
committee, or not included in the foregoing estimates (whether herein- 
before specially noticed or not) open for future adjustment. 

And your committee believing this adjustment to be fair and equit- 
able do recommend that the same be adopted, approved and ratified by 
the town, and that the Board of Selectmen be authorized and empowered 
to execute and deliver all necessary deeds and writings in the name and 
behalf of the town, under seal or otherwise, for the purpose of carrying 
the same into effect, and of making all necessary transfers of property 
according to the provisions thereof, provided that the town of Danvers 
approve and ratify the same and do all things on its part, necessary 
to the full execution thereof. 

The Act incorporating the town of South Danvers having provided 

hat the two towns shall be respectively liable for the support of all 
paupers whose settlement was gained or derived within their respective 
limits, the joint committee have ascertained the settlement of the 
paupers supported by the town on the 18th day of May, 1855, to have 
been gained or derived as follows : viz. The whole number of paupers at 
the almshouse May 18, 1855, was thirty-seven. Of these persons, 
seven gained or derived their settlement within the limits of the 
present town of Danvers, viz: Philip Dale, Eben Williams, Almira 
Wilkins, David Whipple, Aaron Gilpind, Sally Deland and George W. 
Creelman, and thirty gained or derived their settlement within the 
limits of the town of South Danvers, viz: Robert Stone, Benj. Fuller, 
Jacob Moulton, Betsey Moulton, Eben Smith, Fanny Larrabee, Hitty 
Smith, Lydia Smith, David Southwick, Eliza Carlton, Laura Withington, 
Rebecea Harwood, Thomas Melbourn, Nitty Harwood, Daniel Shaw, 
Eliza Twist, Jacob Harrod, Eliza Heath, Wannah Rand, Charles Osgood, 
Warren Sias, Benj. Stone, Dolly Bagley, Thomas Williams, Maria 
Saywood, Lydia Saywood, William Chadbourne, Martha Grant, Julia 
Sayward and Mary Sayward. And your Committee recommend that 
this town release the town of Danvers from all lability for the support 
of the said thirty persons, provided the town of Danvers release this 
town from all liability for the support of the said seven persons. 

For the adjustment of the relative interests of the two towns in the 
government of the Peabody Institute, the joint Committee propose and 
recommend that of the twelve trustees of the Institute, nine be chosen 
by and from the town of South Danvers, and three be chosen by and 
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from the town of Danyers, and inasmuch as there are now four of the 
trustees residing in Danvers, the Committee recommend that the first 
vacancy which shall occur among the said trustees residing in Danvers, 
be filled by an election of a trustee by and from the town of South 
Danvers, and that hereafter, except as aforesaid, all vacancies be filled 
by the election of trustees by and from the town in which the trustee 
whose office becomes vacant resides ; and that any trustee who removes 
from one town to the other shall thereby vacate his office, and his 
successor be elected by and from the town from which he removes. 

Your committee, believing this adjustment of the government of the 
Peabody Institute to be in conformity with the previous action of the 
town in relation thereto, recommend that the action of the joint Com- 
mittee thereon be approved and ratified, provided the town of Danvers 
do the like. 

Besides the questions between the two towns acted on by the joint 
Committee, they have also appraised the interest of the inhabitants of 
the present town of Danvers residing in School District No. 6, as 
constituted before the division of the town in the school house in said 
district, and the amount found due has been paid to the parties inter- 
ested from the treasury of South Danvers, as provided in the act of 
incorporation. | 


Immediately previous to signing the foregoing report by the joint 
Committee, the following resolve was passed in concurrence, to wit: 


ResoLvep, that as a matter of courtesy between the two towns of 
Danvers and South Danvers, we agree that the town of Danvers shall 
pay its proportion according to the basis of settlement adopted by the 
Committee in respect to all property not specially provided for, of the 
sum of two hundred dollars to be used to defray the expense of copying 
the records of the town of Danvers for the use of the town of South 
Danvers ; and also that South Danvers shall pay its proportion, by the 
same basis, of J. C. Stickney’s bill of one hundred and fifty dollars for 
his services before the Legislature.
